2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant process is novel and unobvious over the prior art of record. The prior 
art does not teach or disclose the use a partly fluorinated polymer as a co-solubilizer of 
an organometallic compound in a fluorinated solvent. U.S. Patent No. 6,747,089 B2 
discloses the use of a fully fluorinated polymer for solubilizing an organometallic 
compound in a fluorinated solvent. However, the '089 patent does not teaches or 
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discloses the use of partially fluorinated polymers. For example, the long chain 
carboxylic acids recited in claim 7 have different chemical properties when compared to 
their respective perfluoro analogs. See Lehmler et al., Journal of Fluorine Chemistry, 
Vol. 107, No.1, pp. 141-146 (2001), particularly Table 3 on page 145.
